The Second Preshman Reception of 

the session, at which the First Y«ar 
men in Medicine and Law were enter- 
tained, was successfully held at the 
McGill V..M.C.A. last night. The 
reading room was not as crowded as 
last time, owing, perhapis, to a certain 
fear of going abroad at night which 
seems to have seized the First Tear 
men. 

Col. Birkett. C.B., Dean of the Fac- 
ulty of .Medicine, was the first speak- 
er of the evening. 

Having returned from overseas s 
short time ago his remarks were par- 
ticularly interesting, in a few words 
he spoke in warm terms of his appre- 
ciation of the work done by the Y. 
M. C. A. in the war, and especially 
at the McOill Hospital. On behalf 
of ihe Faculty of Medicine he welcom- 
ed the prospective doctors to Ihe halls 
of old McGill. and very kindly offered 
them his sympathetic advice and help, 
should they be nçded. 

It. Laing. the Cwsident Of the Stu- 
dents' Council, was then cnlle'd upon 
to spcHk to the newcomers regarding 
what was expected of them as under- 
graduates. His remarks contained an 
earnest plea to the new men that they 
should enter Into those activities 
which will help most t<< rebuild our 
lagging college spirit. He asked the 
men to personally interview him tf 
hi any way he could be of assistance 
to them in any phase of college life, 
present-to five active 
athJetk 

Hubs. 

Dean I.ee, of the Law Faculty, next 
addressed the meeting. In commenc- 
ing his remarks, Dean I.ee spoke in a 
Serious vein regarding the lessons 
which wc must learn from the war 
which had just ended and the peace 
which has been so victoriously obtain- 
ed. . 

As a paatlme and recreation the 
Dean recommended very highly the 
Literary and Debating Society, but 
suggested a change in the policy of 
that club. The debates reminded him 
more of a prize-fight than a literary 
gathering, some outsider generally be- 
ing called in to award the victory. 
The narrow policy thus adopted tend- 
ed to develop flowery oratory and re- 
partee but aa a true educational soci- 
ety the Debating Club fell short of 
high ideals in Indulging in such con- 
testa. The Dean mentioned the bright 
prospecta of the Faculty of law for 
the coming session, which promises to 
be one of prosperity. 

"Art" Walsh, President of the Ath- 
letic Aaaoctatton, waa next called up- 
on. He emphasized the desirability of 
every Freshman having a definite 
knowledge of the legislative and ad- 
ministrative machinery by means of 
which student affairs were regulated 
and controlled. In this connection, 
he briefly deaorlbed the actual rela- 
tionship of the student body to the 
Students' Council and also the statua 
of the major and minor ehaha and the 
prevailing system of representation on 
the Council. With a view towards 
throwing light upon what to the new 
comer is Invariably a complicated 
mass of machinery the speaker enter- 
ed more or leas Into details. 

Proceeding to a deecsjptlon of the 
purpose of the Athletic Association, 
"Art" referred to the past illustrious 
record of the McOill Track Club and 
emphasized the necessity of (team 
work and whole-hearted effort In or- 
der that the traditions of McOill may 
he sustained. He deprecated in strong 
terms the attitude of a man who 
through over confidence and'selfteh 
neae sacrifices^hls team's chances of 
victory. Team work is essential. 

The speaker went on to recommend 
to the Freshmen a fourfold devel- 
opment. The man who develops but 
one side of his nature is lopsided and 
not s perfect man. Exercise is essen- 
tial to physical fitness and hence will 
form part of a symmetrically propor- 
tioned man. 

"Art" Walsh concluded his address 
with an appeal on behalf of the spir- 
itual aspect of T.M.C.A. work as re- \

THE RETURNED SOLDIER. 

Now that peace is a reality we are immediately confronted 
with the truly great and perplexing problem of how beat to provide 
fer the reception of our returning soldiers. . The obligation of 
wiring this question reste, not only upon the shoulders of our 
Government but equally upon those of the Church and the Univer- 
sity. It is a problem which cannot, if we are to do it justice, be 
approached from any one angle. The Church cannot from what is 
nacre particularly its own point of view prescribe a universal after- 
the-war order. She may nevertheless contribute to a more gen- 
erally formulated plan. Similarly the University, while not called 
upon to cope single-handed with the problem, is none the less 
under moral obligation to lend its assistance to the fomulation of 
a universal policy. 

The case of the man who deliberately sacrificed immediate 
prospects of a college career to done the Khaki is one which de- 
mands the greatest consideration. These men after the distrac- 
tions of the war will require every encourarement to induce them 
to pick up the threads of pre-war life, its purposes and ambitions. 
The time-honoured barriers which have heretofore been regarded 
as fair tests of a candidate's ability and qualification to enter upon 
a university course may in the case of these returned men be little 
more than prohibitive formalities. Is the discharged soldier for 
the lack of some minor detail of qualification— some mere technic- 
ality perhaps— to be barred from the advantages of a college train- 
ing? 

The following extract from a recently received letter exjrresses 
the sentiment* of a prominent Ontario educationalist with regard 
to this vitally important question: 

"Could you not advocate the admission of soldiers to univer- 
sity life after the war on an easy footing. Hundreds of men 
imstad matriculation and could not again pick up the threads of 
school lessons. Soon the minds of many will be turned to the uni- 
versities and professional training. For instance, cadets of R. M. 
C. may wish to go to the School of Applied Science, Their R. M. 
C. entrance examination might safety be acteptod in lieu of matri-

Hon of ita principal condemnation! 
and Chief recommendation* would be 
to ignore the keystone to all future 
Poor Law legislation. It commenced 
with a staUsmmt of the steady In- 
crease at the evUe attendant to t r- e ex- 
isting system, citing many Instances In 
which the pressure of the poor rates 
had reduced rent to one-half or less 
than one-half of their former value. 
'Attention was also drawn to the evil 
effect of the prevailing poor law ad- 
ministration on labourers. The re- 
port, though absolving the magistrates 
from any self-lnterestednees or fraud- 
ulent intention, pointed out that owing ' 
to their timidity and negligence the 
existing evils had arisen. The Law 
of Settlement, attended as it was In its 
enforcement by perjury and fraud, 
was also condemned, its greater evil, , 
however, admittedly being its tend- 
ency to restrict the mobility of la- ' 
hour and the free action of competi- 
tion. Nevertheless the most pressing 
evils connected with the general sys- ; 
! tern of poor law administration were , 
I held by the report, to be those relat- 
ing to the tendering of relief to the 
able-bodied. These evils were not re- 
garded as necessary accompaniments 
of the relief of the able-bodied but ra- ; 
ther to be due to its maladministra- 1 
tion. Troper distinction was drawn 
between poverty and indigence and to 
this end it was recommended that "all 
relief whatever to able-bodied persons 
or to their families, otherwise than 
In well regulated workhouses, shall 
be declared unlawful. The commis- 
sion also recognized the desirability of 
a centralised system of poor law ad- 
ministration, in contrast to the eiist- 
ing decentralized form of lendering 
relief, and therefore recommended 
"the appointment of a Central Board 
to control the administration of the 
Poor Laws, with such assistant com- 
misioners as shall be found requisite, 
I and the commlBloners to be empower- 
ed and directed to frame and enforce 
regulations for the government of 
workhouses, as to the nature and 
amount of relief to be given and the 
labour to be eaacted in them." It 
l was further recommended "that the 
Central Board be empowered and re- 
quired to take measures for the gen-

The report was signed on Feb. 20th 
and a Bill forthwith prepared for 
carrying its recommendations Into ef- 
fect. This Bill was presented to Par- 
liament on March 17th and immedi- 
ately came under the consideration of 
the Cabinet from which it was re- 
ferred to a commMtee to undergo 
closer Investigation. On the 17th of 
April the Bill came up in the House 
of Commons for its first reading. Lard 
Althorp spoke clearly and frankly on 
its behalf, laying great emphasis upon 
the crying need for reform. On May 
9th, the Bill underwent its second 
reading and passed wtth a sweeping 
majority— 299 ayes and 20 noes; 
while on July 1st, upon its thrrd read- 
ing in the House of Commons 187 
voted for the measure while 60 op- 
posed it. Thereupon the Bill was car- 
ried to the Upper House where It re- 
ceived Its first reading on July 2nd. 
-At this juncture the progress of the 
measure was retarde I somewhat ow- 
ing to the fact that Lord Grey's Gov- 
ernment had been broken up on ques- 
tions connected with the Irish Coer- 
cion Bill so that it was not until 
July 31st that the measure underwent 
Its second reading in the House of 
Lords — this Mme under the Govern- 
ment of Lord Melbourne. Lord Broug- 
ham earnestly supported the Bill on 
this occasion and he was seconded by 
the Duke of Wellington, with the re- 
sult that it paeeed the second read- 
ing in the Upper House wMh a vote 
of 76 yeses against IS noes. Hereup- 
on the Bill was referred to a commit- 
tee and after undergoing several min- 
or amendments was returned for the 
final reading on August 8th. receiv- 
ing the Royal assent on the 14th of 
I the month. 

A Sew Era. 

The final passage of the- Poor Law 
Amendment Act of 1834 marks the 
opening of a n«w era In the history of 
English poor law administration. A 
detailed consideration of conditions 
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as 

was, with economic waste and moral 
depravity, came to be superseded by 
a centralized and systematised form 
of relief. 

1, S. Mill. 

The great economist. John Stuart 
Mill, writing shortly after the passlnc 
of the Amendment Act *>f 1834, was 
fully conversant with conditions an 
they actually existed, and in his'Pnu- 
clples of Political Economy," he lays 
down what Is In his estimation the 
fundamental doctrine underlying poor 
law reform. He states as the funda- 
mental principle upon which a suc- 
cessful system of relief must be based 
that "if, while available to every- 
body, it leaves everyone a strong mo- 
tive to do without it if he can, It ife 
then for the most part beneficial. This 
principle," says Mill, "1s that of the 
Poor Law of 1834." By removing ttie 
free source of subsistence upon which 
the masses had come to habitually 
rely and thus in reviving the dorm- 
ant spirt of industry and independ- 
ence the Amendment Act marked the 
dawn of batter and more prosperous 
days. 

(Conclusion) 

That the new law constituted com- 
plete solution of the problems attend- 
ant to the administration of poor re- 
lief is far from being true, however. 
It was Indeed a step in the direction 
of perfect social conditions— posait! y 
a big step — but nevertheless It was 
merely a step. In 1817, David RIcarOo 
stated it to be hi* opinion that "no 
scheme for the amendment of the poor 
laws merits the least attention, which 
has not their abolition for Its ultimate 
object; and be Is the best friend of 
the poor, and to the cause of human- 
ity, who can point out how this end 
can be attained with the most se- 
curity and at the same time with 1i»e 
least violence." Such then ehouTd be 
the purpose and object embodied in 
poor law reform and In so far as the 
Amendment Act of 1834 represented 
these principles it marked a distinct 
advance In the history of the English 
Poor Law.

The bread 
which was- formerly baked in teaes 
tabHahments is now baked ln three 
machine bakeries, the smaller ones 
having been closed down. The area 
supplied is divided into three districts 
each with its own bakery, aad the 
bread Is delivered like the peat from 
door to door to a population of 16,000

The profits are shared monthly on 
the basis of the average sack trade 
per week for the year preceding the 
inauguration of the pool, and a regis- 
ter is kept of the customers of each 
business. Members of the pool have 
pledged themselves not to scramble 

; for each other's customers within six 
months of the dissolution of the pool. 
A great saving ln fuel has been made, 
the pool bakeries .using coke for fuel 
and electricity for power Instead of 
coal as formerly. It is estimated that 
the annual saving if\\\ amount to quits 
300 tons of coal. The ovens are never 
allow ed to get cold and thus much lese 
fuel is needed to bring them up to 
baking temperature. All the baking 
is done by day, which means saving 
of lighting. Six horses and vans have 

' been dispensed with. There is also a 
saving of clerical work stationery, 
etc., through the system of cash on 
delivery, and men have been released 

' for the army who would otherwise 
have been kept as lndlepnsehle to the 
t rade. '.
